Excellen t Resu lts Secu red by Leavin g 


Screen Door 
Open —Wheat 


Straw Used for Litter. 


Some yea rs ago. while trying 
to 
make poultry pa y on a sma ll sca le, I 
tried the open-a ir house. 
By ma king 
a screen door a t one end and lea ving 
this open day and night I secured 
twice a s ma ny eggs a s 
in 
my 
other 
houses not so provided, sa ys a writer 
in an excha nge. 
Now that I a m keep­ 
ing fowls on a lower sca le I a lwa ys 
use some kind of fresh air house with 
good results. 
W hea t straw is spread 
in the chicken house to the depth of 
six inches. 
In this the feed is sca t­ 
tered, oats, whea t, barleg. sorghum 
seed, etc., for morning and noon feeds. 
The evening mea l consists of a ma sh 
of boiled 
pota toes 
thickened 
with 
bran, beef mea l, a little ground oa ts 
and cornmea l slightly salted. 
After 
the fowls ha ve ea ten ail they wa nt I 
feed ea r corn for a finish. 
Beef scrap, 
charcoal, grit and oyster shell are con­ 
sta ntly before them. 
The stra w is 
clea ned out every day and replaced 
with fresh the next morning. 
If the 
wea ther is bad and the fowls ha ve to 
sta y in doors, I repla ce twice a day. 
I ha ve no trouble in getting eggs in 
^ winter from bred-to-lay white leghorn 
and white W ya ndotte fow ls. Both va ­ 
rieties are good.

For the fa ncy white egg trade the 
requirements are freshness—indicated 
by a lmost perfect fullness of the shell 
and strong body—uniformly la rge Bize 
and cha lk-white color. The most com­

then ma ny shippers let cream-tinted 
eggs go in with tho whites and this 
injures the sa le except in competition 
with genera l supplies.

WATER FOR THE DAIRY COW 


Goo d Tan k H eater o r So me O th er De­ 
vice Sh o u ld Be Used Du rin g 
W in ter— Help s M ilk Yield . 


It is very im portan t that the water 
d run k by the cows givin g 
three 
or 
an ore gallon s of milk d aily be warmed 
to about 60 d egrees Fahren heit. Other­ 
wise the cows will n ot d rin k as much 
as they n eed to keep up a good milk 
flow. It d oes n ot take much ice water 
td 
chill a 
thin -fleshed 
d airy 
cow 
through an d through on a cold win ter 
d ay ,,especially when she is compelled 
to walk some d istan ce 
through 
the 
sn ow or a outtin g win d to get to the 
tan k or pon d . 
Experimen ts mad e at the 
Missouri 
station show that d rin kin g w ater 
is 
n eed ed in proportion to the milk y ield . 
That is, a cow givin g six gallon s of 
milk a d ay n eed s about twice as much 
water as a cow givin g three gallon s a 
d ay . 
If the w ater is too cold to be 
comfortable if d run k in large quan ti­ 
ties, the cow will n ot d rin k en ough, 
an d as a result will d rop con sid erably 
in her milk y ield . 
When Missouri Chief Josephin e w’as 
givin g about 100 poun d s of milk each 
d ay last win ter she d run k d aily about 
31 gallon s of water. Imagin e how she 
would have suffered if that had been 
ice water. 
It was warmed , however, 
an d Josephin e d id n ot chill after d rin k­ 
in g. 
A good tan k heater, or some other 
d evice should be used this w in ter to 
warm the w ater for the cows.

Soldiers Died as M artyrs. 
The martyrdom of five French sol­ 
diers more than 100 years ago has 
been recalled by the discovery of their 
skeletons among some ru ins at Am- 
aeia, in Egypt, by the French archae­ 
ologist, Captain Cortier. The five men 
who belonged to the army of General 
Menou , In 179 9 , at El Arish, were car­ 
ried off as hostages by the Mamelu kes, 
and the French government forgot to 
redeem them. 
The Mamelu kes 
of­ 
fered to spare the Frenchmen’s lives if 
they wou ld renou nce their nationality 
and accept the Mahommedon faith. AU 
five refu sed, and their captors accord­ 
ingly walled them in alive in five stone 
cells at Amasia, where they died of 
hu nger and thirst.

volved series of conflicts in the meet­ 
ing of the National leagu e at the Wal­ 
dorf Astoria Johnny Evers emerged as 
the chief figu re in baseball warfare. 
Points scored by the deposed man­ 
ager of the Chicago Cu bs were so pro­ 
nou nced » hat the fiery player became 
e% once dictator 
to 
the 
powers 
of 
baseball. 
Du ring the day Evers per­ 
sonally 
directed 
movements 
which 
brou ght abou t these conditions: 
The National leagu e 
voted 
u nani­ 
mou sly to gu arantee Evers’ salary of 
$10J100 for fou r years. 
James E. Gaffney of Boston offered 
$25,000 cash for Evers, bu t the player 
balked at any deal which wou ld “help 
Mu rphy a postage stamp’s worth.” 
Messrs. Gaffney and Mu rphy agreed 
on a trade of “Hu b” Perdu e, a pitcher, 
and “Bill" Sweeney, second baseman, 
for Evers. 
Evers demanded that he be permit­ 
ted to arrange for his own fu tu re and 
that Mu rphy be obliged to pay cash to 
him for the Boston players. 
James 
A. 
Gilmcre 
and 
Charles 
\\*f ieghman of the Federal leagu e of­ 
fered Evers $40,000 for three years, 
with $15,000 in cash on signing a con­ 
tract. 
With a distinct decision over Mu r­ 
phy in a verbal bou t before the Nation­ 
al leagu e to his credit, Evers declared 
that Governor John K. Tener had been 
the man of the hou r. 
“He told me that I wou ld get ju st­ 
ice, and thu s far I have, bu t I want 
Mu rphy to pay for his treatment of 
me. 
It was some satisfaceion to see 
Mu rphy shown u p, bu t I want more. 
"The Federal leagu e has practically 
recognized me as a free agent, and 1 
can have $15,000 at once and possibly 
$25,000 for signing.” 
Evers stated emphatically that he 
had no grievance against the Boston 
clu b or the National 
leagu e 
as 
a 
whole, and, in 
fact, 
told 
President 
James E. Gaffney of the Bostons that 
he wou ld rather play with that team 
than the Federals.
